POWER TO GRANT. .. 


THE STATE AND SUBMERGED 
LANDS. 


John K. Cowan of Baltimore Speaks 
for the Railroad Company in 
the Oakland Waterfront 
Case.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—In the Su- 
preme Court today, Attorney Davis, repre- 
senting the city of Oakland in the water- 
front case, continued his argument. He 
‘was followed by John K. Cowan of Bal- 
timore, who appeared for the Southern 
Pacific Company. He confined himself to 
a discussion of the power of the Legisla- 
ture in California to grant a water front. 
He reviewed the opinion of the Supreme 
Court in the Chicago lake-front case, and 
took the ground that in that case the 
court viewed the aot of the Legislature 
of Illinois as the center of the government 
control and regulation of the waters of 
Lake Michigan, along the city front of 
Chicago. He maintained that in the pres- 
ent case the grant by California was an 
ordinary disposition of the State's sub- 
merged lands, made in exercise of a power 
to control public property and rights. 

He claimed that the act of 1852, making 
the grant, showed on its face ah exercise 
of the Legislature’s discretion, and the de- 
cision of the Legislature that within the 
line of actual navigation, public rights in 
tidal waters should yield to rights of pri- 
vate ownership, in order that submerged 


‘lands within, that lime might be devel- 


oped by private capital and enterprise. He 
said that the line was distinctly drawn 
between waters in which public rights are 
to remain unobstructed and unimpaired 
an those waters in which private rights 
are to be exercised. 

No regulation of public rights is left 
to the discretion of a private owner, as in 
the Chicago case. Private rights acquired 
by this regulation could not be extin- 
guished by subsequent législation. Cowan 
declared that the decision in the Chicago 
case, so far from supporting the claims 
of the State of California in the present 
ease, was authority for the railroad com- 
pany.

The banks said that this prospective as- 
sessment shouldered them with unknown 
risk. In effect it made them supply insur- 
ance on all notes of banks in which they 
had no concern. In view of these criti- 
cisms the substitute will do away. with the 
assessment plan. The “safety fund” will 
be the limit of joint liability of all banks 
for the failure of individual banks. They 
will, however, be compelled to keep up 
this safety fund by more rigid provisions 
than proposed in the original bill. 

The caucus of the Banking and Currency 
Committee Democrats was held at the 
committee-room last night, the following 
members being present: Messrs. Springer, 
Cox, Culberson, Sperry, Warner, Cobb of 
Alabama and Ellis. The absentees were 
Messrs. Cobb of Missouri, Hall = Mis- 
souri, and Johnson. 

It was reported that Secretary Carlisle 
was present, but this proves incorrect. 
The discussion took a wide range, and the 
sentiment was general that the bill would 
have to be materially changed in order to 
meet objections and command a support 
which would secure its passage. The 
needed amendments were formulated, and 
when the caucus adjourned it was not con- 
templated that the Carlisle bill should be 
more than amended. It was arranged that 
Mr. Springer should see Secretary Carlisle 


today and submit the contemplated 
changes. 
When Secretary Carlisle and Mr. 


Springer met today it was determined that 
the better plan would be to frame a new 
measure in the nature of a substitute in- 
stead of mutilating the original bill with 
many amendments which went to its vital 
principles. Accordingly the substitute was 
agreed to in full, and as soon as it can be 
copied and put in proper bill form it will 
be presented to the House and thenceforth 
be the bill on which the currency debate 
is to proceed. 

After a conference between the Demo- 
cratic members of the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency, and with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Mr. Springer today introduced the substi- 
stute for the Carlisle Currency Bill. It is 
substantially a new measure, although 
some of the sections of the! original meas- 
ure are retained in the new bill. The new 
bill is arranged so as to show the new 
features in parenthesis. 

The first section is as follows: ‘That 
so much of all acts and parts of acts as 
require or authorize the deposits of 
United States bonds to secure cifculat- 
ing notes issued by national banking as- 
sociations, or as require such associations 
to deposit or keep on deposit United States 
bonds for any purpose except as security 
for public money, be and the same is here- 
by repealed as to associations taking out 
circulation under this bill, and such notes 
shall not contain the statement that they 
are so secured.” 

Sec. 2 is changed so that banks can not 
only deposit legal tender to secure circu- 
lation, but also currency certificates issued 
under sec. 5193 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States. 

In sec. 5 vision is made for keeping 
up the safety fund in addition to the terms 
of the original bill. It is provided that the 
collection of said tax of M per cent. per 
each half year shall be resumed and con- 
tinued until the said fund is restricted to 
an amount equal to 5 per cent. upon the 
total ciroulation outstanding. All eircu- 
lation notes of failed banks not redeemed 
on presentation to the Treasurer of the 
United States, or an assistant treasurer of 
the United States shall bear interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum from 
the date of the suspension of the bank 
until three days after public notice has 
been given that the funds are on hand 


for their redemption, and such notes shall

The entire time of the House, today, 
was occupied in debate on the Currency 
Bill, the speakers being Messrs. Pendle- 
ton of West Virginia and Sickles of New 
York in favor of the bill and Messrs Rus- 
sell of Connecticut, McLayrin of South 
Carolina and Rawlins of Utah against it. 

Before the close of the session, Mr. 
Springer, chairman of the Banking and 
Currency Committee, presented the 
amendments to the. measure agreed upon 
by the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee, and endorsed, it is said, by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The bill, as 
altered by these amendments, will be 
offered at the proper time as a substi- 
tute for the original bill and upon this 
substitute the fate of the measure will de- 
pend. The resolution for the holiday ad- 
journment to begin tomorrow was agreed 
to early in the afternoon.

Tells All. 


Implicates Inspectors 
and Others.

The Most Important Day of All the 


Lexow Committee’s In- 
vestigation. | 


His Confession Causes Consterna- 
tion in Police Circles—Some Dis- 
pute as to Having Byrnes 
Give Testimony.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Miximillian C. 


Schmittberger, captain of police and now 


in command of the “Tenderloin district.“ 
made a confession before the Lexow Com- 
mittee today to the effect that the entire 
police system of New York, with the ex- 
ception of Superintendent Byrnes and a 
few others, was rotten to the core; that 
blackmail and bribery, extortion and cor- 
ruption were common crimes in depart- 
ments, and that mercenary methods alone 
actuated his fellow-officers. His charges 
implicated Inspectors Williams and Mc- 
Avoy, ex-Inspector Steers, Police Commis- 
sioners James B. Martin and John C. Shee- 
han, Capts. Price, Gastlin and Martens, 
ex-Capt. John Gunner and Wardmen Dun- 
lap, Robert Vail aud James Gannon. 
Without question this has been the most 
important day in the history of the com- 


‘mittee. Schmittberger's confession is pro- 


lific of not only sensation but of evidence 
which confirms and verifies what has been 
hitherto considered the most exaggerated 
cases of police and official corruption. It 
deals with more individual cases, it shows 
the criminality that has prevailed in the 
police department. 

Capt. Schmittberger is under indictment 
for bribery. He had previously refused to 
testify before the Senate Committee. Yes- 
terday, however, he was rearrested and his 
bail increased. Today he took advantage 
of an offer of immunity from punishment

Meanwhile dark circles had crept un- 
der his eyes, his face assumed a sickly ‘pal- 
lor, an air of utter weariness and dejec- 
tion possessed him and he appeared, as he 
was, in extreme mental torture and agony.

In official circles no 
attempt is made in contradiction or derog- 
ation of Capt. Schmittberger’s allegation 
and everywhere is heard the comment, It 
could not nave been worse; it must end. 

The news that Schmittberger had con- 
sented to tell all he knew spread through 
the city with the speed of a whirlwind and 
drew to the committee-room a vast throng 
of citizens who clamored and struggled 
for admission. In political and official 
circles this intelligence created a furore. 

Senator O’Connor denied, that he had 
asserted, as is alleged, that ‘Goff had bull- 
dozed and intimidated witnesses "before 
the committee. In speaking of the pro- 
posed continuation of the committee, 
O'Connor said: The police department 
is rotten to the very foundation and I 
should ‘be ¢he last to oppose an investi- 
gation.” 

That there is some discord between 
Councel Goff and the commission, however, 
is a conceded fact, and that this dissen- 
sion is over the question as to why Super- 
intendent Byrnes and other officers have 
not been called to testify, is not denied. 
It is also believed that a misunderstand- 
ing exists between Dr. Parkhurst and 
Goff with relation to the propriety of sum- 
moning Superintendent Byrnes. With ref- 
erence to this matter, Counsel Goff’s as- 
sistant, Jerome, said that it was one 
thing to put a man in the witness chair 
and another to get sufficient proof against 
him to attain sufficient results. He thought 
that Byrnes and Commissioner Marten 
would be called next week. Father Ducey 
was present before Senator Lexow, O’Con- 
nor and the others arrived this morning. 

Police Captains Cfeedon and Westerly 
also occupied the spectator’s seats. Jus- 
tice Voorhees held a consultation with 
Goff. In response to questions Justice 
Voorhees said he expected to go on the 
witness stand today.

MAN OVERBOARD. 


‘A YOUNG SAILOR LOST OFF THE 
EURIDICE. 


Knocked from a Yardarm by a Flap- 
ping Sail—Futile Efforts of His 
Shipmates to Rescue 
the Man.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—The British ship 
Bury@ice, one of the first of the iron fleet 
that drove the oaken Yankee clippers from 
the sea, arrived from Liverpool with a va- 
eant berth in her forecastle. She left 
LAverpool on October 29 with a ship’s com- 
pany of fifty men, and were ten days bat- 
tling against adverse gales in the Irish sea 
and St. George’s Channel. She was Aying 
light with a small cargo of salt as bal- 
last, and her great free-board retarded her 


When she was within about 400 miles 
of this port before dawn on December 13, 
a fresh gale came out of the west and 
lashed the sea with a yeasty whiteness, 
All hands were sent aloft to shorten sail. 
Reefs were made in the foretop and the 
upper mizzen topsail, and the jibs were 
hauled down. A heavy squall sprang up at 
1 p. m., and the crew were sent up again 
to reef the upper mizzen topsail and the 
foretopsail. Six men shinned up the rig- 

g of the foremast. Among them was 
iam Williamson, a young fellow about 
whose history his shipmates knew nothing 
had a mother in Liver- 
was on the outer 
weather yard-arm of the foretopsail. The 
man at the wheel had jammed the ship 
— up into the eyes ot the wind, and 
the topsail began to flutter and flap tre- 
mendously. A fold of the heavy canvas 
struck the boy—he was only 
whipped him off the yard-arm as if he had 
been struck by a giant flail. The sea was 
glowing under the inky sky like snow. 
Capt. Henry saw Williamson as he fell, 


turning several somersaults and striking 


a few yards from the port side of the ship. 
He came up and struck out bravely. Mate 
Murray threw two lines to him. They fell 
short. The skipper threw a life-buoy over, 
and sent Seaman Thomas Ferguson to 
the fore-topgallant with orders to keep 
the luckless sailor in view. The skipper 
prepared to weather ship—a perilous un- 
Gertaking in the gale that was blowing— 
and make an effort to save Williamson, 
whose whereabouts the lookout indicated 
by frequent shouts. Meanwhile, a mate 
‘and six men made ready to launch the 
lifeboat, which was on the port side aft. 
They kicked the skids from under it just 
as the ship got into the trough of the sea 
while wearing around. The heavy rolling 
that followed stove the boat in. 

Others of the crew had set the jib and 
main topmast staysail to help get the 
ship’s head around. As she came up on 
the other tack the pinnace was cleared 
away ready to launch. The skipper 
thought there might be a chance of find- 
ing Williamson, so he kept Ferguson aloft 
for nearly three hours, while the Eurydice 
cruised about, and all hands peered along 
the crests for signs of their shipmate. 
Then the ship stood on her course.

Hotbed of Disease—Strict Quar- 
antine Established—Suf- 
ferers Better.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—The World this 
morni says that there has been an 
‘epidemic of diphtheria at the country 
‘home of the New York Infant Asylum at 
‘Mt. Vernon, during the past eight 
weeks. Notwithstanding the fact that 
‘more than eighty children were taken 
down with the disease and that at least 
‘sixteen cases proved fatal, the news of 


this has only just leaked out. 


The disease is not confined to the in- 
mates of the asylum alone. It was 
learned that one of the three resident 
physicians at the asylum, Dr. Peck, was 
stricken with diphtheria and is still un- 
der treatment: There are now 364 chil- 
dren ranging from fvur weeks to five 
years of age at the asylum... There are 
also 160 mothers and 125 nurses on the 
ground. J. F. Ward Simmons, president 
of the Fourth National Bank, is president 
of the asylu 

One of the irst cases of diphtheria that 
was discovered at the lum was that 
of little Walter Fisher, who died in the 
latter part of September last. A few days 
afterward néw cases sprung up at nearly 
‘all the cottages. The health officer was 
notified and at his suggestion one of the 
cottages was cleaned out and turned into 
‘a contagious quarantine ward. 

Bacteriological examinations that were 
made showed that the disease had put in 
an appearance in its severest form. Of. 
course there were a large number of mild 
cases among the infants, but the officials 
ot the institution admitted they had 
treated over eighty genuine cases since 
‘the epidemic broke out. Since the out- 
break of the epidemic the health officers 
‘of Mount Vernon have put the entire in- 
stitution under strict ‘quarantine and have 


the city until all is well. 

Dr. Bremmer, the medical superintend- 
ont at the asylum, said: 

“Yes, we have had, and still have diph- 
theria among the children and I am glad 
to say that the worst is over and that 
our patients are doing well.“

DISEASE AND DRUGS. 


A dispatch from Berlin announces 
that a reaction against the unmeas 
ured claims advanced for the curative 
effects of Prof. Behring’s diphtheria 
serum has set in. The most signifl- 
ant utterance in this respect was 
made at a meeting of the Berlin Med- 
deal Society, when Prof. Hansemann, 
assistant in Prof. Virchow's Patho- 
logical Institute, a mouthpiece of Prof. 
Wirchow himself, sharply criticised in 
detail Prof. Behring's serum thera- 
peutics. He denied that the serum 
immunizes the buman being, and de- 
clared that no sufficient proof had 
been produced respecting its curative 
properties. Furthermore, Dr. Hanse 
mann claimed that the effects of 
serum treatment in many cases was 
dangerous to health, even to life. The 
statistics thus far obtainable of the 
result of the serum treatment he pro- 
nounced to be unreliable and mislead- 
ing. 

If Prof. Virchow's criticism should 
prove to be a just one it would 
not at all surprise those who 
have watched the rise and 
fall of similar asserted remedies for 
disease during the past few years. 
We have seen remedies for consump- 
tion, and medicines that promise eter- 
nal life—or something approaching it— 
heralded throughout the world with 
great pomp and flourishing of trum- 
pets, but, one after another, they have 
sunk out of sight. Even regarding the 
much-vaunted and much-advertised 
“gold cure” for drunkenness, there has 
arisen a serious doubt in the minds 
of many whether the cures that have 
been effected are in a majority of 
cases lasting ones, and whether in 
some cases more harm than good has 
not been done by the treatment. 

There is a great temptation nowa- 
days for any physician who thinks 
that he has stumbled upon some great 
remedy, or oven for a physician who 
merely wishes to make the public be- 
Weve that he has done so, to make the

entirely upon hygiene and no drugs 
at all administered. 

Physicians of the modern school, 
who believe very little in the curative 
power of drugs and very strongly 
in the curative power of Nature, 
when she is given a chance, 
maintain that the danger of con- 
tagion from diphtheria and other 
such diseases has been very much ex- 
aggerated by the public, and that 
when treated in à rational manner 
the mortality therefrom should be 
very small. There is at least one 
physician in Los Angeles who has not 
lost a single diphtheria patient, except 
in cases where the sufferer was al- 
ready beyond reach of human aid. It 
is pleasing to note that physicians 
nowadays are showing a tendency to 
keep their profession abreast with the 
march of civilization and to keep the 
bottle of evil-smelling “mixture” more 
and more in the background. In 
course of time we may hope that the 
administration of mysterious drugs to 
sick persons will be as obsolete a cus 
tom as is the swallowing of pulverized 
human bones, pickled snakes, human 
hair, and similar gruesome remedies 
with which the medical works of two 
or three centuries ago abound. 


The proposed increase of overland 
freight and passenger rates by 30 to 
50 cents per 100, if carried into effect, 
will not only be an unnecessary bur- 
den upon the people, but will result 
in actual loss to the railway companies 
concerned. The present rates, for 
both frieght and passengers, are more 
than the, traffic will bear without suf- 
fering. If rates were lowered instead 
of raised, the immediate traffic would 
be vastly increased. And not only this, 
but the tide of travel thus turned 
Californiaward would result in the 
more rapid occupation and develop- 
ment of the country, which in turn 
would mean increased business for 
the railroads. Unreasonably high 
railroad rates have greatly retarded 
the growth and prosperity of Cali 
fornia in the past. The time has 
come when these rates can be profit- 
ably lowered, and if the transconti- 
nental lines would consult their own 
interests as well as those of the pub- 
lic, rates would soon go down 30 to 
50 per cent. instead of going up. 


Complaint has been entered against 
a large mercantile house of Chicago 
for obstructing the sidewalk by reason 
of placing in its windows so attractive 
a display of holiday goods that the 
sidewalk in the vicinity is filled with a 
large crowd of people during nearly 
the entire day. (All same as several 
stores in Los Angeles that advertise 
in The Times.) The corporation coun- 
sel is looking up the law, with a view 
to beginning action to abate the al- 
leged ‘nuisance. There is very little 
probability that a case can be made 
out against the merchants; but the 
proposed action is a big advertisement 
for the house, for which it can afford 
to pay something in the way of making 
a defense, 


A new currency bill {# proposed in 
Congress, as a substitute for the Car- 
lisle scheme, which is to be withdrawn. 
One of its features is that it proposes 
to do away with the provision of the 
Carlisle bill which requires national 
banks to withdraw their United States 
bonds, deposited to secure circulation, 
leaving it optional, however, for them 
to do so. Another feature is that all 
the banks area to become jointly Hable 
tor the notes of failed banks. It 18 
the intention of the promoters of the 
new measure to get it prominently be- 
fore Congress prior to the holiday re- 
cess. The alleged superiority of the 
proposed substitute, over the Carlisle 
plan, is not conspicuously apparent 
upon a superficial inspection. 


Nathan Straus of New York is a 
practical benefactor. He is bestowing 
his benefactions thi# winter, as he has 
done in several winters past, by pro- 
viding cheap coal for the poor. He 
buys it ih five thousand-ton lots, and 
sells it at $4 per ton, or twenty-five 
pounds for 5 cents. Here is a form of 
charity which, like the quality of 
mercy, is not strained, It blesses him 
that gives and him that receives, leav- 
ing vo sting behind. 


The Democratic era of low wages 
continues. Wages of coal miners have 
been reduced in Pennsylvania, and a

PLAYING TO THE GALLERIES. 


Some of the San Francisco news 
papers are playing to the galleries, 
in their attempt to uphold Attorney 
Philbrook in his coarse and unprofes- 
sional assault upon the Supreme Court 
of the State. It is hardly necessary 
to say that the same journals cham- 
ploned the cause of disorder during 
the railroad riots last summer. Their 
course in both instances was and is 
a prostitution of journalism which is 
in the last degree disgraceful, and is 
antagonistic to the well-being of the 
social system. 

The disorder of last summer was an 
organized assault upon the public 
peace and personal rights, of which 
the courts are the chosen conservators. 
The attack of Philbrook was an at- 
tempt to impugn the integrity of the 
highest judicial body in the State, and 
was wholly. without ~justification or 
excuse. It lies within the province or 
the privilege of no man to impugn the 
honor of the courts without indisputa- 
ble evidence of corruption, for upon 
their integrity rests the security, peace, 
and order of the social fabric. 

It a member of the Supreme Court, 
or of any other court, is guilty of dis- 
honorable or degrading conduct, there 
is a legal way to secure his impeach- 
ment and retirement from office. But 
if every third-rate lawyer who chooses, 
through pique or perversity, to call 
into question the honor of a court, is 
to be permitted to indulge his malig- 
nity with impunity, government by 
law will speedily come to an end; for 
the law will be powerless if robbed 
of the means of its enforcement. 

It is notable, in connection with the 
Philbrook case, that the members of 
the bar of San Francisco condemn the 
offensive language of his brief, in ef- 
fect, as follows: 

Tho language of the brief is grossly 
unprofessional and contemptuous, and 
if the respondent does not know it, he 
is not fit to practice; if he does know 
it, then he ought to be punished by 
disbarment; the alleged facts he sets 
up are not proven, and the court be- 
low so found, and an appeal is pend- 
ing which is not before the Supreme 
Court in this proceeding, but simply 
the question, is the threat in the brief 
in violation of the oath of the attor- 
ney and is it dangerous and defiant?’ 

The newspapers of San Francisco, 
with some honorable exceptions, were 
in large part responsible for the riot 
ing in that vieinity last July, by rea- 
son of their unscrupulous encourage 
ment of lawlessness and their failure 
to uphold the hands of justice. They 
are committing a scarcely less seri- 
ous mistake in applauding the coarse 
and contumacious action of Philbrook. 
The Supreme Court will fail to per- 
form its manifest duty if it docs not 
disbar him, or at least suspend him 
from the privileges of the bar for a 
stated time *

WHAT SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
SUPERVISORS RECOMMEND. 


Various Changes in Country Govern- 
ment Laws Proposed—The Semi- 
annual Collection of Taxes 


Impracticable. 


The joint committee composed of the 
chairmen of the boards of supervisors of 
the counties of Southern California, met 
Thursday in this city. There were pres- 
ent: J. W..Cook of Los Angeles, J. N. 
Victor of San Bernardino, J. T. M. Rain- 
bow of San Diego, 8. Armor of Orange, 
A. B. Ruggles of Redlands and F. E. 
Davis of Ventura.. 

S. Armor. was elected secretary on mo- 
tion of J. N. Victor and the following 
recommendations were offered and unan- 
imously adopted; 

“First—Recommended that the road 
law be so amended as to require all abut- 
ting property Owners on any public high- 
way to keep the side of road to 
center free weeds, and also 
keep trees on the public highway trimmed, 
and on the failure to do so the road 
commissioner be authorized to have the 
work done and that the expense become 
a lien upon the property, to be collected 
the same as other taxes. 

„Second— That the law in regard to the 
care of storm water be amended. 

“*Third—That the law be amended 80

Another Very Peculiar In- 
surance Case. 


How a Sick Man Secured Two Poli- 
. cies and Died Shortly 


Mead Mixed Up in the Matter—The 
Case of Myers of Oceanside— 
Some Very Significant 
Features. 


In connection with the expose made by 
The Times yésterday morning of the bold 
fraud attempted to be perpetrated upon 
insurance companies, an affidavit sworn to 
by the self-confessed perjurer Demarest 
was published. It purported to be a state- 
ment to the effect that Demarest knew 
Myers in his Itfetime, and knew him to 
be in possession of full health. That the 
affidavit was false will at once be appar- 
ent, after reading the facts in the Myers 
case, which follows, and which is doubly 
interesting, on account of its being of a 
similar nature to that which led to Dema- 
rest’s exposure as a perjurer: 

Some four years ago John H. Myers, 
an apparently well-to-do man, about 57 
years of age, accompanied by his wife, 
Isabella, a comely woman, at least 30 years 
his junior, came to this city from Ocean- 
side. ey engaged quarters at Mrs. 8. 
J. Fulton’s lodging-house, No. 144 South 
Main street. About that time Myers was 
examined by Dr. A. J. Clarke of this city, 
who pronounced bim as suffering from 
diabetes and Bright’s disease, and treated 
him for these complaints. 

Shortly afterwards the relations be- 


tween Myers and his wife becoming some- 
what strained, the to separate. 
Mrs. Myers went over to the Bast Side 
and conducted a boarding-house at No. 
502 Downey avenue, while Myers rented a 
room in the rear of a second-hand store 
at No. 263 South Los Angeles street. 


. While they were living apart Mrs. Myers 


frequently discussed the matter of insur- 
ance with her former landlady, Mrs. Ful- 
ton. On March 14, 1893, an application 
was made on behalf of Myers for insur- 
ance with the Bankers’ Life Association of 
St. Paul. The regular examining physi- 
cian for that company in this city was Dr. 
Stewart, but for some reason the agent 
sent Myers to Dr. H. S. Orme, who passed 
him as sound. A policy for $6000 was 
accordifigly issued, and upon the same ex- 
amination another for $2000 was issued 
by the Equitable Life Insurance Company 
of New York. Myers subsequently went 
to the County Hospital, and efter remain- 
ing there some time returned to Oceanside, 
where he died in August last. The Equit- 
able Life Insurance Company promptly 
id Mrs. Myers, who is now at Selma, 
upon proof of her husband's death; 
but the Bankers’ Alliance Association of. 
St. Paul was not. satisfied with the proof 
offered, and placed the matter in the hands 
of Detective Lawgon for tnvestigation. 
The result wal that it was found that 
when Dr. Orme examined the applicant 
for insurance in March, 1893, Myers was, 
in the opinion of his regular physician, Dr.

THE ROPE BROKE. 


THE FRIGHTFUL FALL OF TWO 
WORKEMEN. 


Caused by the Giving Way of an 
Elevator Cable—An Almost 
Miraculous Escape from 
Death. 


An accident occured at the new Whit- 
tier building on Los Angeles street yes- 
terday morning about 9 o’clock that provi- 
dentially was not a fatal one. An ele- 
vator rope broke while Howard Jordan 
and Matthew McConkey were descending 
from the roof, and the cage dropped from 
the fourth story to the basement at great 
speed, and landed with a crash that could 
be heard blocks away. The force of the 
tall was terrific, and persons who saw the 
accident marvel that the men were not 
crushed to pulp by the force of their im- 
pact against the ground. As it was, a 
whealbarrow on the cage was smashed 
into splinters, and the men were picked 
from the wreck by their friends more dead 
than alive. They were immediately car- 
ried to the Receiving Hospital, and Dr. 
Bryant worked over them for some time. 

Howard Jordan was soon able to get 
out, and was removed to his sister’s resi- 
dence; McConkey, who is an old man, will 
be sent to the Sisters’ Hospital by the 
contractors who were erecting the build- 
ing. They propose to do everything possi- 
ble for the comfort of the injured men. 
men were doing tinning work on 
the roof when they were sent for to go 
below. Hardly had they stepped into the 
elevator to descend when the flve-eighths 
of an inch wife rope snapped asunder, and

It snapped just a few feet above the 
cage. Chief Glass has an investigation 
under way, and the responsibility for the 
accident will soon be ascertained.

The Courts. 
SUIT AGAINST TH CITY WATER COM- 
PANY. 

The case of J. D. Hooker & Co. vs. the 
Los Angeles Water Company, an action 
to recover about $14,000 alleged to be 
due for material furnished and labor per- 
formed in constructing a pipe line in this 
city, came up for trial before Judge Mc- 

in ent Six yesterday. 

Several nice legal points are involved 
in this action. The plaintif€ corporation, 
which is engaged in the business of manu- 
facturing and selling water and other iron 
and steel pipe, etc., was the successful 
bidder, among those which responded to a 
call by the defendant corporation for esti- 
mates for the construction of a pipe line 
for the of supplying the elevated 
portions of the city with water. A con- 
tract was drawn up between the parties, 
which was signed by W. H. Perry and 8. 
H, Mott, as president and secretary of the 
defendant corporation, on March 2, 1893, 
Plaintiff thereupon entered upon the work, 
and between the months of March and Sep- 
tember, furnished sheet steel pipe and con- 
structed a pipe line according to the plans 
and specifications furnished by defendant. 
This line, which was 845 feet long, ex- 
tended from a point near the defendant's 
reservoir and pumping station on the west 
side of the river, to Pearl street, via 
Buena Vista and College streets. The 
cost of the work was $13,772.50, of which 
defendant paid $9002.02 upon account, leay- 
ing & balance of $4770.48 unpaid. 

After the work was completed the de- 
fendant discovered that there were several 
leakages in the joints of the pipe, and de- 
manded of the plaintiff that it repair them. 
Plaintiff, however, refused, claiming that 
as it never guaranteed to prevent leakage, 
but only agreed to lay the pipe according 
to the plans furnished by defendant, the 
fault, if any, was due too the defendant’s 
plans, and that it must stand the loss it- 
self. Defendant thereupon made the re- 
pairs itself at a cost of $2217.40, which it 
deducted from the balance to plaintiff. 

While the corporations were squabbling 
over their difference, it was discovered that 
by an oversight the proposed contract be- 
tween them had never been recorded, and 
as the law requires that a contract must 
be recorded before the work is com- 
menced, it was therefore invalid and void. 
It was furthermore found that neither 
Mott nor Perry had signed the document 
legally; that it contained no description of 
the property affected by it, and that the 
clause providing for the payment of at 
least 25 per cent. of the contract price 
within a specified time upon the comple- 
tion of the work had been complied with. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
during the day’s session, but the matter 
was not concluded, and will be taken up 
again this morning. 

ADAMS-STREET EXTENSION. 

Suit was commenced in the Superior 
Court by Dist.-Atty. Dillon on behalf of 
the County of Los Angeles against J. E. 
Durkee et al., to condemn a right-of-way 
for road purposes over property belong to 
the defendants, just outside of the city 
limits. 

In response to a petition signed by a 
large number of taxpayers, the Board of 
Supervisors resolved some time ago to 
extend Adams street to the Ballona road 
crossing, about two and one-half miles 
from its present terminus. This new high- 
way, which is to be ninety feet wide, is 
intended to connect with the grand boule- 
vard to Santa Monica, and will, when 
completed, prove to be a magnificent drive- 
way. With the exception of the defend- 
ants, all the property-owners along the 
line of the proposed improvement are 
strongly in favor of it. Durkee and half 
a dozen others, however, refuse to accept 
the damages awarded to them by the 
Board of Supervisors, and this suit, there- 
fore, was brought to condemn their land, 
after a jury had determined the extént 
to which they will have been damaged by 
the laying out of the road.

The Second Address of Dr. J. 8. 
Mabie Good Attendance at 
the Closing Sessions of

EVENING SESSION. 

Before the reading of the paper of the 
evening, Rev. Austin Gibb gave an inter- 
esting and impressive talk concerning the 
manner in which he was brought to adopt 
the pre-millennial view of Bible teaching. 
He asserted that it was through the in- 
fluence of the strain and stress to which 
the world was subjected, the increase of 
wickedness, the accumulation of distress, 
etc., all of which seemed in con- 
tradiction to the preaching of the day 
from a post-millennial standpoint. A care- 
ful study of the Word fevealed to his mind 
with astonishi clearness that he, like 
Other theologically-trained students, had 
entertained false views concerning God's 
teaching. The change of conception has 
completely remodeled much of his theology. 
The pre-millennial view is the wand which 
magically opens every m of the 
Word, and harmonizes all that is other- 
wise conflicting and unintelligible. He 
was grateful for the opportunity of pub- 
licly declaring his thorough sympathy with 
this line of interpretation. There is no 
doctrine so stimulating to Christian activ- 

to missionary labor. 
All the great evangelists believe in it and 
many of them preach it. 

Dr. Read then proceeded to read the 
paper of Dr. Roland D. Urant, who could 
not be present. This paper was on “The 
Day of Coming.” 

There are two classes of students,“ the 
paper read, both of whom are wrong in 
regard to the question of the day of the 
Lord’s coming. One rejects all attempts 
to fix the date either definitely or approx- 
imately; the other believes in fixing the 
exact date. Let us seek the middle ground. 
When Christ was here He used time lan- 
guage. His humiliation, voluntarily as- 
sumed, brings us into intimate relation- 
ship with Him. Christ is God, 
from an untime condition to a time condl- 
tion, and participated in the surroundings 
to which we are personally subjected. 

“Jesus increased in wisdom, in grace 
and in favor with God and man. He first 
descended to the lowest depths of hu- 
mility, from which he afterward ascended, 
‘and we may hope to share His elevation, 
pod He shared our weakness and humilia- 

n. 

“He laid down divine attributes for a 
sezson, but as He had power to lay down 
His life and take it again, so He has 
power to lay aside other attributes and 
to take them again. 

“Christ promised revelations to the 
apostles concerning future times and sea- 
sons, through the Holy Spirit. ‘‘All things 
which I recetved from My Father, I give 
unto you.” This is @ marvelous state- 
ment. When this and kindred statements 
were made, meither Ohrist nor angels 
knew ‘the time of certain future events. 
It was left in the Father’s hand, to be 
revealed at a later time. In the proof 
texts usually given by those who claim 
that nothing can be known concerning 
the coming of the Master, there is really 
no comfort to those who rely upon them. 
Paul received definite instructions con- 
cerning the times and the seasons, and 
said that of these we need not be in igno- 
rande.

Dr. Reed and Rev: W. C. Stevens were 
appointed to act with the officers as an 
executive committee of the association. 
The following gentlemen were appointed 
a committee to take into consideration the 
formation of a training school for the in- 
struction of young men and women who 
desire to prepare for Christian work: 
Dr. J. 8. Mabie, Dr. A. J. Frost, Rev. 
Austin Gibb, Dr. A. C. Junkin, Rev. J. P. 
Flint, Rev. William Appel, and Melville 
Dozier. 

The thanks of the conference were ex- 
tended to the press of the city for its 
accurate and extensive reports of the 
meeting.

BOOMING BROADWAY. 


The Times recently noted the lease of 
120 feet at the northeast corner of Broad- 
way Third for ten years at the high 
rate of a month.

THE OIL BUSINESS. 


There is nothing particularly important 
to report in the oil business this week, 
Owners of wells and those who are op- 
posed to the wells are anxiously looking 
forward to the suit which will come up in 
the United States Court next month. The 
small blaze in the oil district a few days 
ago gave the owners of wells something of 
a scare and will doubtiess be utilized by 
those who oppose the extension of the in- 
dustry within the city as an additional ar- 
gument to show the dangers attached to it. 
Certainly every precaution should be taken 
against fire, for if a conflagration once 
broke out where the wells are thick to- 
gether, it would be a very serious matter. 

Boring is still proceeding in the well 
op the hill in the Ivanhoe tract, where 
promising oil sand that smells strongly of 
petroleum has been struck at a depth of 
less than 300 feet. This well will be 
pushed as rapidly as possible to a depth 
of 1000 feet, and should solve the ques- 
tion as to whether there is a paying de- 
posit of oil in that section, which some 
people believe shows the most favorable 
indications of any place in and around the 
city. 
Now that the franchises for the three 
pipe lines have been granted by the Coun- 
cil it may be expected that a steady mar- 
ket will soon be furnished for all the oil 
that ¢an be produced in the Second-street 
Park region. Some of the oil men have 
found it difficult to dispose of small quan- 
tities of oll and the production has conse- 
= not been so great as it might have 

n. ” 

TITLE RECORDS. 

As mentioned recently in The Times, As- 
semblyman Bulla has prepared a bill em- 
bodying the leading features of the Tor- 
rens system of land transfers, which he 
will present in the Legislature. It appears 
that there is a constitutional provision of 
the State, which would interfere with the 
adoption of the system without any modi- 
fications. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that this or 
some other similar law will be adopted. 
This, however, would not be sufficient. 
What is needed is a uniform real estate 
law th hout the United States. It is 
fully as nécessary and desirable as a unt- 
form bankruptcy law and a uniform di- 
vorce law. In these closing days of the 
nineteenth century it is certainly e- 
what of a reflection upon the boasted Civ- 
ilization of the United States that there 
should be one law on these subjects in San 
Francisco, another in Chicago, and still 
others in almost every other State in the 
Union. 

At the meeting of the World's Fair Real 
state Congress, in Chicago, there was 
an interesting discussion on this subjvct 
of uniformity in the land lews of the 
country, in the course of which Hidwin 
Burritt Smith of Chicago presented a 
paper, in enswer to the interrogation: 
“How and to whet extent can we attain 
national or international uniformity in 
realty laws?“ Mr. Smith was a member 
of the commission appointed by the Amer- 
ican Bar Association on uniformity of S:ate 
laws with regard to realty. He is also 
a member of the Illinois Commission on 
‘the 1 of Uniform Legislation in 
the United States. His address was as fol- 
lows: 

“Our topic assumes, and it will not be 
questioned here, that greater uniformity 
in leaves affecting real estate la desirable. 
Real estate brokers and lawyers have con- 
“stant and ample ty to know how 
great is the co on, uncertainty and loss 
arising from purely arbitrary differences 
in the laws of the several States. What 
title is not rendered at least technically 
defective by some irregularity of convey- 
ance or acknowledgement, or some pecu- 
liarity of law as to descent, homestead, 
dower or something else, in some other 
State? Among brokers and lawyers con- 
cerned in real estate transactions, who is 
not constantly perplexed as to technical 
differences in the laws of the State, and 
delayed and embarrassed by reason of 
errors due solely to these differences? 
Every year men die leaving wills perfectly 
good as to real estate re made, but 
invalid in some other State, merely be- 
cause attested by two instead of three 
witnesses. Transactions in real property 
are delayed or lost because of errors grow- 
ing out of differences in the laws of dif- 
ferent States. Such experiences, embar- 
rasements and loss are of constant occur- 
rence in real estate circles everywhere. 
For these adequate remedy ie sought. 

“The law relating to real property; must 
needs be complex at best. It must be so 
intricate as to permit the almost infinite 
t of 


man in to land, 
and at the same time provide for all the 
uncertainties of his Mee and its relations 
to others. It is, therefore, of the highest 
importance that all unnecessary and arti- 
ficial growths shall be removed from tne 
body of the law of real property, Indeed, 
the easy and safe transfer of real estate 
from one to another is a mark of high 
civilization, and the question for consider- 
ation, assuming the need, is how, and to 
what extent uniformity can be obtained 
in laws affecting real property. In the 
United States this is but a part of the 
larger problem—uniformity of laws upon 
all matters of general concern throughout 
the country. The development of the 
country, with its enormous interstate com- 
merce, has brought the question of greater 
uniformity in legislation promptly to the 
front. For a time many turned to an 
increase of the functions of the genera 
government, as a mode of relief, and 
even now some wish to have conferred 
upon Congress the power to legislate on 
matters ‘heretofore within the control of 
the States, especially marriage and divorce 
and contracts including commercial paper, 
partnership and Agency. Desirable as it 
may seem on first impression to commit 
subjects of general concern to Congress to 
secure uniformity of legislation as to them, 
this remedy is open to objection more 
eerious than the disease.“ 
Much opposition has developed to the 
proposed franchise for an electric street 
railway along Figueroa, Pearl, Sixth, 
Ninth and Spring. streets, chiefly based 
upon the fact that the franchise cnly calls 
for the completion of the electric 
within two years, which the rroperty- 
owners understand as a chance for those 
who get the franchise to speculate with 
it. Certainly those who get such a valu- 


able franchise as this should be required |. 


to show their good faith by completing 
the work within a more reasonable time. 
More than this, there is absolutely no 
valid reason why such valuable rights as 
these in a rapidly-growing city should 
be given away to Tom, Dick and Harry, 
“free, gratis, for nothing.“ In European 
cities and in some American cities, large 
incomes are derived by the municipality 
from city franchises. The most valuable 
of these have already been given away 
in Los Angeles, but it may not be too 
late to turn over a new leaf. Some years 
ago, during the boom, when the city was 
giving away franchises for street rail- 


roads right and left at the rate of two : 


to three a. month, a councilman said 
that he would vote for no more such fran- 
chises, unless there was a provision that 
the railroad company should pay 5 per 
cent. of its gross proceeds into the city 
treasury. It is a pity that some such 
provision was not made. Had it been done 
the city would be considerably the richer 
by it in future years. As The Times 
previously remarked in referring to this 
subject, it is possible to so arrange this 
matter that no injustice is done to any 
corporation which contemplates bona fide 
improvements. A good plan would be 
to grant the franchises, where it is for a 
section that is not yet built up thickly, 
free for a number of years, and, after 
that at a gradually increasing rate, until 
the maximum which might be about 6 
per cent. of the gross receipts, should 
reached. | 
WATER AND GOLD. 
This reference to valuable rights which 
tue city is disposing of 


brings to mind | 
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the celebrated Spilman water stipulation. 
The Times is informed that by the first 
week of January, Mr. Spilman will have 
800 men working night and 
day, in eight hour shifts, on his land 
north of the city, developing a water sup- 
ply—entirely independent of the Los An- 
geles River supply, of course. A tunnel 
is to be sunk over a mile in length, at 
a depth of sixty feet below the surface, 
and Mr. Spilman been endeavoring 
to negotiate with G. J. Griffith, owner 
of the Los Feliz ranch, for a right-of-way 
across his property. It costs a good deal 
of money to keep séven or eight hundred 
men at work, and to rent handsomely- 
appointed offices in the Bradbury Block. 
The citizens of Los Angeles have a pretty 
good idea as to where Mr. Spilman gets 
his water, but they are wandering where 
he gets the gold to make the water flow, 
Meantime, when the bed of the Los An- 
geles River is turned over to the city 
the water company, the boulders will 
come in handy for pulverizing and paving 
the boulevards that are to be. 


THAT CHINO RANCH DEAL. 

The statement made in these columns 
last week that the transfer of the Chino 
ranch to Mr. Phillips of San Luis Obispo 
was not a bona fide sale is confirmed by 
the Investor. That journal shows that it 
was a transfer for the purpose of securing 
the San Francisco Savin Union, which 
holds a mortgage of $525 on the prop-. 
erty. It seems that this institution grew 
tired of releasing contracts on land and 
receiving no payments therefor. 

BUILDING. 


The report of Building Inspector Eisen 
recently published in The Times shows 
that the value of buildings erected during 
the twelve months ending November, 1894, 
was $2,326,035, which is nearly 50 per cent. 
greater than the amount for the previous 
twelve months. It is probable that the 
total for the twelve months of 1894 will be 


fully $2,500,000, as the value of the build-’ 


ings erected in the last month of 1893 was 
far below the average. A feature of the 
building business during the year has been 
the large number of residences of mode- 
rate cost that have deen constructed, 
nearly half of them being valued at less 
than $2000. The number of permits issued 
during the twelve months was 1796, as 
compared with 1313 in 1892-93, and 879 in 
1891-92. 

This is a most encou sho 
and compares favorably with that whi 
can be made by cities much larger than 
Los 3 Take for instance, San Fran- 
cisco, the weekly real estate review 
of the San Francisco Examiner, published 
on the 17th of this month, it is stated that 
the number of building contracts let and 
recorded during the previous week was 
only five, representing an amount of 
$29,535. In the previous week twelve con- 
tracts were signed, amounting to $38,120. 
This is at the rate of $1,759,004 for the 
year, es compared with nearly $2,500,000 
in Los Angeles. And then San Francisco 
is a much larger village than Los Angeles 
—at present.

CALIFORNIA 


There has been another ample rainfall 
during the week, and the farmers who 
were previously jubilant are now still 
more so. We shall not hear anything of 
a dry season for some time to come. The 
outlook on all sides is now excellent for 
@ prosperous season. There will soon be 
plenty of feed, and the plows will be 
busy all over the country. 

The orange crop will soon begin to 
come on the market. Recent reports from 
Florida are to the effect that the crop 
will be much smaller than was at first 
expected. A correspondent writes as fol- 
lows in a recent edition of the Florida 
Agriculturist: 

“I have seen your item in the issue of 
14th inst., in regard to overestimate of 
this season’s orange crop, and will say 
that I also believe the crop will fall far 
below the estimate, and for the same rea- 
sons given by you. The fruit is nearly all 
on the outside of trees and in sight; 
some seasons the fruit is all through the 
tree and exceeds in amount what one 
considers a liberal estimate. 

“I know of one large crop that was 
recently gathered near here that panned 
out but one-half what was estimated by 
the manager of the grove, who had had 
several previous years’ crops to aid in 
the estimate, and other smaller ones are 
showing the same results. 

“This is from observation, and I am 
— same by other parties who should 


It is to be hoped that the orange-grow- 
ers of this section will have some luck 
this season, as they have been experienc- 
ing pretty hard times for the past three 
or four years. The orange-growers’ organ- 
izations should be able to do good work 
this season, after the experience which 
they have gained. 

The low prices which have prevailed 
fer some time have had the effect of 


stimulating the demand for dried fruit, 


“and a good many parcels have been dis- 
posed of at fairly satisfactory prices. For 
prunes, the chief demand is for large 
Sizes. Raisins are going forward slowly. 

Apples are more plentiful in the local 
market than they have ever been before, 
and have been selling at very moderate 
prices. 

The barley market in San Francisco has 
been steady during the week. “May barley 
is quoted at 91 to 92 cents. 

Owing to the dry season here, very 
large quantities of Eastern eggs have 
been imported, the total importations for 
1894, up to date, being three times as 
great as for any previous year. At 
present prices there ought to be a fair 
margin of profit in raising eggs here, 
when the business is conducted in a 
practical and economical manner. 


Mr. Lubin at Washington. 


David Lubin, whose project for the re- 
lief of the American farmers has been re- 
ferred to on several occasions by The 
Times, is still following up his plan. A 
recent dispatch from Washington states 
that the Committee on Agriculture gave 
him a hearing in connection with the in- 
vestigation now being made by that com- 
mittee of the cause of the present condl- 
tion of agriculture. As most of our read- 
ers are aware, Mr. Lubin’s plan is based 
upon the theory that the agriculturist, 
whose products are sold in the free-trade 
markets of the world, should be compen- 
sated for the increase in the price of 
what he buys, which is sold in a pro- 
tected market, by the levy of an export 
bounty on staple agricultural - products, 
like wheat, corn, cotton, etc. 

Last year about $800,000,000 of agricul- 
tural products were exported. This was 
about one-third of the total products. If 
an export bounty of say 10 per cent. had 
been levied for the benefit of the farmer, 
the latter would have received $80,000,000 
for his produets exported, and the effect 
of this bounty on the home price would, 
in his opinion, have increased the value 
of the product sold in this country $160,- 
000,0000. 

This scheme is good, as far as it goes; 
but we have already expressed a doubt as 
to whethér it is advisable. It appears to 
be an impossibility for the grain-growers 
of the United States to compete success- 
fully with those who raise this staple in 
such countries as the Argentine Republic 
and India, where the cost of labor is in- 
finitesimal compared with American rates. 
The question is whether the American 
farmer should not accept the inevitabie, 
confining the raising of wheat to sections 
where outside importations cahnot com- 
pete with it, raising only enough for lo- 
cal consumption, and then devote their 
energy to the production of crops that 
pay better profits and are at present im- 
ported into this country. There are quite 
a number of such crops, prominent among 
which is the sugar beet, for which at pres- 
ent in its manufactured state something 
like $100,0000,000 is sent out of the coun- 
try every year. 

The establishment of a bounty on beet 
sugar is a different thing from the giving 
of a bounty on wheat. The one is a young 
‘industry, that is not yet firmly established, 
and deserves encouragement, while the 
Other is the oldest agricultural industry 
on the American continent, and if the 
American wheat-raiser cannot now com- 
pete with the world, while land is cheap 
and he has all the advantages of immense 
tracts operated by the most perfect mod- 
ern machinery, it is difficult to see how 
he will ever be able to do so. 

However, Mr. Lubin's plan is worthy of 
full discussion and investigation, which 
it will doubgless receive before the Com- 
mitte on Agriculture. 


The Plantain. 

It is queer that so little is known about 
this fruit in the United States, for it is 
really one of the oldest plants known to 
mankind. The banana is known to botan- 
ists as the musa sapieutum, but the plan- 
tain as musa paradisica, or the apple of 
Paradise. The Spaniards call it the plan- 
tano on account of its broad, spreading 
leaf, deriving the name from the Latin 
word from which we have taken our word 
ent. The delicious, seedless fruit is 
known in all tropical countries. It was a 


‘favorite with the Greeks and Romans. 


Piiny grows elated over the plantano, and 
Alexander declared them a boon to his 

The plant grows wild in Siam and Cey- 
jon, and in the Phillipine Islands, but 
was evidently brought to the western hem- 
Wers by the Portuguese, as there is no 


— 


native name for it in all the native lan- 
guages of this continent. It 6 said by 
Donnely that the plaintain originated in 
Atlantis, the mysterious continent that 
took a McGinty dive into the depths be- 
tween Spain and the West Indies, taking 
the Garden of Eden down with it. Be 
that as it may, it is a curious truth that 
its scientifiC name embalms the fact that 
all the Orient legends call this fruit either 
the apple of Paradise, or Adams’ fig, the 
identical fruit with which Eve tempted 
Adam. Every one who is acquainted with 
this luscious fruit will at once admit that 
this temptation was tenfold greater than 
anything in the Ben Davis or russet line 
could possibly have been. If Eve simply 
ate her fruit first, and threw the peelings 
on the ground where Adam stepped on 
them, no wonder he fell, for the big plan- 
tain peeling has many advantages over its 
relative, the banana, in seeing that sinners 
do not stand on slippery places. 

When the fruit becomes better known in 
America, the old pictures of our beautiful 
mother Eve will have to be modified. This 
fig leaf, the genuine musa paradisica, is 
from fifteen to eighteen feet long and a 
yard wide. Three yards of such soft green 
cloth from nature’s loom, trimmed with 
delicate orchids, would surpass in beauty 
and respectability the latest creation of a 
Worth or Redfern. — 

The average fruit-buyer does not know 
whether bananas or plantains grow on trees 
as high as a pine or run as a vine on the 
ground like the pumpkin. It is difficult at 
first to tell either the fruit or the tree of 
the banana from the plantain. The banana 
is quite small compared with its older rel- 
ative, and there is no resemblance what- 
ever in taste. The banana is best raw. 
The plantain is unfit to eat unless cooked. 
To eat it raw would be as bad as eating 
pumpkin raw. When ripe it looks like a 
banana, but is twice as large. The cross 
section, too, Is more triangular, the pulp 
firmer in texture and not so mealy. In 


,nourishment the accumulation of starch 


and sugar in the golden, oblong pulp makes 
it equal, if not superior, pound for pound, 
to our best Dakota wheat bread. 

The tree is the queen of the tropics, 
starting from the soil like a calla lily, 
from a tuberous root. Several stalks are 
sent up from this root nine or ten months 
after planting. When the first stalk is rip- 
ening others are three-quarters grown, so 
that from three to five bunches are ob- 
tained from each plant every year. It re- 
quires less labor than the banana to raise, 
and bears for twenty years. It grows so 
luxuriantly that the ground which will 
produce one bushel of wheat will yield 709 
pounds of plantain. It is better adapted 
for transportation, as it does not decay and 
spoil as easily as the banana. It may be 
gathered every day in the year, like the 
manna of Israel, fresit every morning, but 
does not spoil like the heavenly food that 
fell in Arabia. It must be cooked thor- 
oughly. It may be boiled or fried, but 
the best way is to roast, bake or stew. 


The Chinaman’s Orange. 


It was reserved for Lu Jim Gong, using 
the wealth acquired in the shoemaking 
town of North Adams, Mass., to employ 
fertilizer with more daring than his Amer- 
ican neighbor. This extraordinary Celes- 
tial had Simon Pure mixed with double 
manure salt until the mixture contained 25 
per cent. of actual potash. Of this he gave 
about 40 pounds to the tree annually, in 
two applications. Around the house where 
the poultry droppings would augment the 
supply of nitrogen he had 600 pounds of 
double manure salt sprinkled still. on top 
of this. 

I should judge the trees to be from five 
to nine years old, some around the house 


probably a little older. All his trees show 


a better a stronger growth this past 
season than any ot we saw; they are 
the picture of A ne leaves are 
large—not too large, as on an excess of 
nitrogen—and of a rich, dark, lustrous 
green. The twigs made tnis year are not 
angular, but round and thick, with the 
leaves studded closely along them. The 
stems and smaller branches are often as 
green as a watermelon; the trunks free 
from moss and lichens: except now and 
then enough of the latter to make a mere 
stain. Nearly all the other groves I vis- 
ited, much to my surprise, showed the 
trunks covered with moss (not Spanish 
moss,) often being fairly shaggy with it. 
As to fruit, there is a generous measure 
of it. Three lemon trees have their lower 
limbs sprawling out fiat, probably a bushel 
of fruit on each one lying right on the 
ground. It is practically worthless, how- 
ever, being of the rough native variety. It 
was the only grove we saw propped up; 
there were hundreds of props in sight. I 
think this is not a result of any unusual 
brashness of the limbs, but simply a bit of 
the owner's eccentricity. The fruit will 
average a size or a size and a half larger 
than that of any other grove we visited, 
and it is redder, indicating more forward- 
ness. but a trifle coarser in the pores of 
the peel. In flavor it was not perceptibly 


different from the other fruit, the greater 


sweetness being due to 
greater forwardness in ripening. The 
pulp, however, was exquisitely melting 
and tender, leaving hardly any residuum 


on the tongue. 


New Tork's Attempt to Control Cal- 
ifornia Business. 

A strenuous attempt has been lately 
made among certain dealers in New York 
to control the distribution of California 
products from that point. Particularly 
has a bitter fight been lately precipitated 
in regard to the distribution of raisias, 
and in this connection a savage and unjust 
attack has been made upon the largest 
single distributing agency for California 
raisins, the Griffin & Skelley Company. 
While the Griffin & Skelley Company is 
abundantly able to take care of itself, hav- 
ing ample experience and capital, the Cali- 
Fruit-grower takes hold of this contro- 
versy on the broad ground of justice to 
the fruit industry of the State. 

From the best evidence at command we 
are convinced that a strong and deter- 
mined effort is being made among a few 
brokers and dealers in New York to so far 
get control of the shipping agencies in 
California as to insure the distribution 
of California raisins and some other prod- 
ucts only through the New York dealers. 
We deem this wholly unnecessary and 
detrimental to the fruit interests of this 
State, and therefore oppose the scheme. 
We are not prepared to believe as yet 
that California men are not able to handle 
the fruit business of this tSate with saiis- 
faction to all interests concerned. 

The late attack upon the Griffin & Skel- 
ley Company, made from New York an 
thence transferred to this State precipi- 
tates a controversy which we have hop 
would not come in to further complicate 
the question of profitable marketing of 
California fruits. But the question is be- 
fore us and must be settled. The Cali- 
fornia Fruit-grower does not see any rea- 
son why the products of this State should 
not be distrib 


probably the 
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fornians, aided by those in Eastern cities 
who are interested in a large way in the 
same direction. For example, we cannot 
conceive any possible necessity for sending 
a carload of raisins to the city of New 
York to be sold in Rochester. Our largest 
shippers have competent brokers in every 
large city to whom direct shipments can 
be and are made, thus saving extra freight, 
commission and other charges. If there 
is any valid reason, except one personal to 
the. New York brokers only, why shippers 
should not make f.o.b. California sales for 
distribution in car lots to auy market that 
will take them, we should be glad to have 
it stated. From a California etandpoint ft 
appears to us that every advantage to 
grower and shipper, as well as to final 
consumer rests in the distribution of Cali- 
fornia products from this end of the line. 
Such goods as may be more effectually or 
economically distributed from New York 
would naturally seek that channel; but 
those which could better reach consumers 
from Chicago, Indianapolis, Atlanta, De- 
troit or any other distributive center, 
should go from California direct to such 
points. 

We believe this is the true system, and 
until we have convincing evidence that 
this view is wrong, we snall oppose any 
scheme or proposition from whatever 
source it may come, to center all Cali- 
fornia fruit-shipping interests in New York 
or any other single place. From investiga- 
tions thus far made we are also convinced 
that the shippers who have persistently 
pursued the policy here outlined, have se- 
cured best results to the producers in Cali- 
fornia; and it seems clear to us that all 
our principal shippers should take a stand 
against dictation by any set of brokers 
or dealers in any market in the world. 
We are aware that most New Yorkers 
have an exaggerated idea of the impor- 
tance of their city as a consumer of our 
products, but certainly California producers 
and shippers are not prepared to allow a 
narrow provincialism in New York or else- 
where to dictate the methods of conduct- 
ing their own business. 


The Japan Walnut. 


(South Florida Home.) The Japan wal- 
nut is clearly distinct from all others, is 
found growing wild in the mountains of 
Northern Japan, and is, without doubt, 
as hardy as an oak. The tree grows rap- 
idly, and attains a very large size with 
a magnificent spreading top. The leaves 
are of immense size, and of charming 
shade of green. The nuts which are pro- 
duced in extreme abundance, grow in 
clusters of fifteen to twenty in a cluster, 
are considerably larger than the common 
hickorynut, have a shell thicker than the 
English walnut, but not as thick as the 


. black walnut. The meat is sweet, of the 


very best quality and can be removed en- 
tire. The tree grows with great vigor, 
matures early, bears young, and is easily 
grafted on the common walnut, yet it 
comes perfectly true from the seed. It is 
more productive than the English walnut. 
and next to the pecan, it is gur most re- 
liable nut-bearing tree. It has an abun- 
dance of fibrous roots and can be trans- 
planted as safely as an orange tree. It 
is adapted to Florida soil and climate, 
and it is surprising that it is not gen- 
erally grown throughout the State. 


Orange Marmalade. 


(M. A. B. in Florida Agriculturist:) 
Pare twenty sweet oranges deep enough 
to remove the rind containing oil. The 
parings should be very thin, so as to 
leave a thick skin on the oranges. Halve 
the oranges, squeeze the juice through a 
sieve to free it from seed. Cover the 
halves with strong salt water, let it re- 
main over night. Wash them in fresh 
water, put in kettle in fresh water, let- 
ting it come to boiling point. It the wa- 
ter has a salt taste, pour off, and re- 
place with cold water, letting it come to 
boiling, as before. This should be re- 
peated until the water is fresh and rinds 
are tender. Next take them up, press out 
water, chop fine, add juice and measure. 
Add as many quarts of white Sugar as 
there is juice and pulp together. Pour 
in preservin gkettle and boil slowly un- 
til thick and jelly like. The preserves, 
when done, should be of a sparkling 
golden color. 

ROUGH LEMON PEEL PRESERVES. 

Pare rough lemons, barely taking off 
the outer skin. Halve and quarter the 
peeling, soak one night in very strong 
soda water. Pour this off next day, and 
soak five days in fresh water, changing it 
every day, until the water ceases to look 
green. Then boil rinds until tender. 
Put in preserving kettle water and white 
sugar in the same proportion as for 
home-made candy. Drop in the rinds and 
boil until a thick syrup is made. A little 
lemon juice added may improve the fla- 
vor, or it may be seasoned with dried or- 
ange peel, beaten to powder. 

Having read Mrs. D. A. Dunham’s re- 
quest for a recipe, I send two, both of 
which I have tried with success. 


Hints on Olive Culture. 
(California Fruit Grower:) From F. M. 
Hunt's “Olive Growers’ Manual! we take 
the following suggestions: 


“All authorities agree that the olive 
thrives on all soils except wet, marshy 


grounds and in very clayey soils, but will 


grow well and yield abundant crops of 

fruit on the tops and sides pf hills and 

mountains (with sufficient moisture.) 
NEED OF PRUNING THE OLIVE. 

“This season's growth bears fruit next 
season, although the branch may continue 
to grow and bear fruit for several sea- 
sons, but in time will exhaust itself, and 
should then,be removed. To get an an- 
nual crop of fruit, prune every year after 
the crop is picked, removing all dead 
and injured branches and those that have 
exhausted themselves and show a with- 
cred look. Thin out the top of the tree 
to give it all the sunlight possible. The 
drooping branches produce the most fruit; 
therefore prune mostly on the upright 
growth. Should there be an excess of 
fruit branchés, thin them out, thereby 
getting more and better fruit, and also 
induce a growth of branches for the fol- 
lowing season’s crop. Keep the trees 
free from sprouts or suckers. 

„In Europe the best olive oil brings the 
producer $2 per gallon, and at that price 
the business is considered profitable. 

PICKLED RIPE OLIVES. 
“As yet California uses all her ripe 
pickled olives, the demand being r 
than the supply. The retail trade of one 
grocery in Los Angeles last winter aver- 
aged one barrel per day. 

“Among the olives which fruit earliest 
are the Rubra, Uvaria, Columella and 
Regalis, which bear considerably at four 
years from planting. A Mission tree seven 
years old was known to bear 28 gal- 
lons of berries last year in an orchard 
at Redlands. 


Costly as grain is, it can always be 
afforded for young animals. If farmers 
took care always to dispose of stdck when 
it reached a point where it ceased to grow, 
they need never sell any grain that their 
farm can produce, for they have at home 
a market that will pay better. The ad- 
vantage of grain feeding to stock is that 
it makes a richer manure pile than does 
hay or corn stalks, and it is the quality 
of the manure pile rather than its size 
that counts in making the farm more fer- 

The labor of drawing and distribut- 
good or poor manure is very nearly 
the me. While the best manure pays 
a large profit, the other may hardly be 
worth the cost of drawing and spreading 
for crops that require readily available 
plant food.

The collar should fit closely, with suffi- 
cient space at the bottom to admit your 
hand; a collar too -mall obstructs the 
breathing, while one too large will cramp 
and draw the shoulders into an unnatural 
1 thus obstructing the circula- 
tion. 

Nevor allow your horse to stand cn bot, 
fermenting manure, as this will soften 
the hoofs and bring on diseases of -he feet, 
nor permit the old litter to lie under the 
manger, as the gases will taint his food 
and irritate his lungs as well as his eyes. 

Do not keep the hay over the stable, 
as the gases from the manure and the 
breath of the animal will make it unwhole- 
some. 

Kindness will do more than brutality; 
therefore do not use harsh language to 
your horse, or lash, beat or kick him. 
Bear in mind that he is very intelligent 
and sensitive; a willing servant, and de- 
serving you kindest treatment and 
thought. 

Remember that horses are made vicious 
by cruel treatment; that it is speed which 
kills; that mo horses are lame from 
bad shoeing th from all other causes; 
that a careless application of the whip 
has blinded many horses; that more fall 
from weariness than from any other cause, 
and that no animal should ever be 
struck upon the head.---(Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 


Careless milking is the reason why many 
dairy herds are not profitable. The last 
milk in the udder is the richest. If left 
in, it makes a great difference in the 
cream yield. There are comparatively few 
milkers who are conscientious enough to 
be trusted, if they know that the owner 
of the dairy does not keep a sharp eye on 
them. The manager, if a good, rapid 
milker, will do well to milk some of the 
cows himself, and look to it that others, 
which are left to assistants to milk, are 
milked thoroughly. It is very easy to 
lose the wages of a good milker through 
having the ‘milking carelessly done. Not 
only is there present waste of milk, but 
the milking capacity of the cow is de- 
creased. 


Transmission of Dairy Qualities. 

(American Cultivator:) Many a farmer 
who has a good cow has determined to im- 
prove his herd from her progeny. He 
almost always does it by saving every 
heifer calf, and slaightering all the males 
as being no good for the dairy. But this 
policy universally leads to disappointment. 
The heifer calves from cows that afe deep 
milkers, or which give very rich milk, do 
not always take after their dams. In 
fact, unless on the male side the ancestry 
is also good for milk and butter, the breed- 
ing from remarkably-good cows is almost 
certain to be a disappointment. This pro- 
vision of nature that milk and butter ten- 
dencies are most often transmitted from 
the dam to the male and from the sire to 
the progeny is one of the greatest im- 
portance. It is also one that can be taken 
advantage of with much benefit by those 
who understand it. It is better that milk 
and butter tendencies should be hereditary 
on both sides of the line. But if there be 
a preference, if the choice be restricted to 
one, let that one be the male. On this 
principle the male ig much the most im- 
portant part of the herd. He can be 
mated with fifty or a hundred cows in one 
season, and if of good lineage can impress 
desirable dairy qualities on as many 
calves. The cow, however good her own 
record, cannot produce but one calf per 
year, and that is quite likely not to prove 
a good milker, though it be a heifer. 


A correspondent referring to an article 
which recently appeared in The Times 
on the subject of caponising fowls, asks 
what are the best birds to use for that 
purpose, and whether it would not be 
a good idea to caponize the females as 
well as the males. As to the variety of 
bird, that is a subject upon which every 
chicken man has an opinion of his own. 
We shall be pleased to print any views 
on thig subject from readers. So far as 
we are aware, no experiments have been 
made in the spaying of hens, and it is 
doubtful whether there would be any 
great advantage in such a practice, as 
no trouble is experienced in fattening 
hens that are layers. It might, however, 
improve the flavor of the flesh. 


Care of Young Chickens. 

(Florida Agriculturist:) “Discussing thts 
very important point in chicken culture, 
an experienced poultry man writes as fot- 
lows to one of our exchanges: 

We put two hens with twenty-five 
chickens, one into each room, and when 
put in at the same time with chicks of 
the same age, have never had any trouble 
with them. After the chicks are a montn 
old we throw one hen out, but we kecp 
the other with the chicks until they arc 
old enough to fly up on low roosts, when 
they are transferred to the yard and sheds 
used for chickens of this age. Why do I not 
use artificiai mothers? First, on account 
of the danger of fire. I know of four es- 
tablishments in my township that use 
them. One of them burned in May last 
with a loss of 600 chickens, and another 
caught fire, but was diseévered just in 
time to save the building. Second, be- 
cause I havo never seen as ‘thrifty, 
growthy chicks raised with the artificial 
mother as with the hens..I do not say 
that it cannot he done, but the farmer or 
his wife has not ge to watch the lamps 
and care for ung chicks as they 
should be 

The young chicks should be fed five 
times a day until they are at least 
month old. A variety of food should also 
be given them—wheat, cracked corn 
mixed with a little bran and oilmeal, tet- 
tuce for green food, table scraps and an 
occasional feed of meat. No sour food 
should be given them, and no sloppy food. 
Milk is better than water for molstening 
their food. Fresh water should be kept 
by them, and the vessels in which they are 
watered should be rinsed out whenever 
they need it. Sell off all surplus stock as 
early as you can, and get a fair price fur 
it. If your chickens are ready for an 
early June market they will probably sell 
for a third more money than they win 
bring if fed two or three months 2 
and to keep them would not only be 
working for nothing and boarding your- 
2. but paying for the privilege of do- 
ng it. 

It will often be necessary to use an in- 
cubator to. hatch the number of early 
chicks you need, and if you get a good 
self-regulating one, you will be likely to 
be pleased with it, but do not bother with 
a home-made one. I hold myself up as a 
frightful example of the tolly of this, as I 
lost six weeks’ care and 450 eggs to make 


me competent to give this advice. We 


hatched twelve chicks the first time we 
filled it, but as that was during the March 
freeze, I thought I could do better in good 
weather, and so filled it again and hatched 
two, but we did not raise one from either 
lot. A neighbor bought a good incubator 
much — and about 90 
per cent. of fertile eggs, a ey were as 
thrifty as any chicks I ever saw hatched 


under hens. With 100 hens managed as 
they should be, and the proper conven- 
lences, one ought to be able to sell from 
$100 to $200 worth of eges and poultry a 
year, and this will prove a most accepta- 
ble addition to the income in these days, 
when it takes over 200 bushels of wheat to 
bring $100. 

In reading this over I see I have not 
estimated the cost of thp brooder-house, 
This will vary with the price of lumber 
and labor, but very nice ones, seven feet 
wide, with a two-foot passage, and rooms 
five feet square, have been built by our 
carpenters on contract at $1 per foot of 
length. To raise 400 chickens would re- 
quire a house forty feet long, These 
rooms should be made warm, the ends and 
outside line with tarred paper, and the 
floors made double. I prefer that the 


| runs have a low fence, and be covered with 


wire screen to keep the hens and chickens 
from flying out. 


— — — 


In a letter to the Practical Farmer, 
William L. Nesbit, of Pennsylvania re- 
gards the question of wheat improvement 
as one mainly, if not wholly, of hered- 
ity. He thinks if the heavy glutinous 
wheats are used for seed they will produce 
after their kind, and that by selecting the 
glutinous grains each year the quality 
of the produce may be continuously im- 
proved.“ But the quality of the wheat is 
largely dependent on other conditions than 
its seed. 


. Potatoes from Seed. * 

(W. B. Farmer in American Cultivator:) 
Should farmers experiment with potatoes 
from seed? Usually this work is left en- 
tirely to the large seed companies and the 
experiment stations, and after a new po- 
tato of superior quality is produced farm- 
ers secure them for their own tse. Never- 
theless, the work of experimenting with 
potatoes from seed is an interesting em- 
ployment, and frequently gives good re- 
sults. By attempting to raise new kinds 
of potatoes in this way the growers are 
sure to study the natures of these plants 
carefully, and if a good variety is ever 
found to get good returns by finding po- 
tatoes that are perfectly adapted to the 
climate and soil where they were pro- 
duced. A small plat of ground, and only 
a little real labor, will be required to ex- 
tend a series of interesting experiments 
over a number of years. Personal study 


and experiment with farm crops are quite 


essential to farmers of this country, for 
in performing this work they bring to 
light many points that would not. other- 
wise be known A wide-awake farmer will 
take to experimenting as naturally as an 
inventor will to inventing, and at some 
time they are sure to strike upon some- 
thing of great value to them, or give to 
the world some knowledge that will help 
thousands of other struggling farmers. 
This is not among the least of good things 
one can do for his country. 

In order to raise potatoes from seed it 
is necessary to begin with the best stock. 
Select not only the best varieties of po- 
tatoes, but the best specimens of the best 
varieties. Then by judicious crossing a 
new and superior quality may be evolved. 
Plant the potatoes in the best soll and 
with the best mechanical conditions sur- 
rounding it. Give good cultivation and 
gather the seed balls early in fall. Lay 
them in the sun for a few days and then 
squeeze them out into water. The seeds 
will rise to the top where they can be 
taken up with a spoon. Dry them thor- 
oughly on a piece of paper for about 48 
hours, and then store them away in po- 
tato bags for the winter. 

Early in the spring sow them in a hot- 
bed in rows, planting the seeds sparingly 
and not thickly. When the ground is in 
good condition for working, prepare hills 
for the plants, making them about two to 
three feet apart. In two or thre’ weeks 
the plants in the hotbed should be taken 
out singly and transplanted to these 
hills. Transplant carefully and give good 
cultivation. A numbered stake should be 
placed in each hill, and elaborate notes 
should be kept about the action of the 
plants in each hill. Their habits, powers 
of strength, strength of stem, time of 
— and yield should all be noted 

own. 

At digging time select only the finest 
specimens for planting. the next season, 
using the notes about the different hills 
also in making the selection. Plant these 
tarefully in hills, and continue the same 
system of keeping a careful record. In 
about five years, if culture has been good, 
some fine potatoes ought to be produced, 
and possibly a new variety- of great im- 
provement over the old. At any rate, one 
has excellent seed for home ute, and has 
had the pleasure of making interesting 
experiments.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


THE DEAD. BODY OF JOSEPH 
HULL FOUND. 


Killed by a Savage Bull in a Pas- 
ture Near Santa Ana-—Orange 
. County at Los Angeles. 
Brevities. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 21.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) Unusual interest was ex- 
cited in this city this morning by the 
news that the body of an unknown man 
had been found in a pasture south of 
Bolsa, in hunter’s garb, partially covered 
with water. The ipformation was brought 
in by Silas Wright, whose 12-year-old 
son, Freddie, discovered the body about 
6 o'clock this morning, while hunting a 
cow in the pasture, which is the property 
of A. J. Copp. 


Coroner Ey, Undertaker Smith, the 
Times correspondent and several others 
at once proceeded to the scene. Among 
the party was T. C. Hull, of this city, 
brother of George Hull, the assessor-elect 
of Los Angeles, Who feared, from the 
description of the man, that the body was 
that of his brother Joseph, who has re- 
sided on L. N. Griswold’s place, in that 
neighborhood, during the latter’s absence 
in the North. 

The roads were muddy in some places 
almost beyond description, and the river 
had left its banks ursday . afternoo 
flooding a large territory southwest o 
this city, including the pasture in which 
the body was found. Arriving at the 
soot the party was piloted to the body by 

r. Wright, when a most pathetic scene 
occurred. Mr. Hull at once recognized 
in the body the remains of his brother and 
his grief was most touching. 

A search was begun for some clew to 
unfortunate man’s 
the body was clothed in a 
hunting coat there was no n in sight; 
the feet were bare and no t could be 
seen. These circumstances gave rise to 
a suspicion of foul play, but almost be- 
fore such a theory was well grounded a 
cry came from one of the searchers that 
the boots were found, and a moment later 
the gun and hat were discovered. These 
articles were located in à bunch of tules, 
seventy-five or 100 yards to the southeast 
of the body. The gun was plunged into 
the mud almost up to the hammers, the 
stock being in full view. Both barrels 
were loaded, showing that the death had 
not been accidental shooting. The dis- 
tance between it and the body, and the 
gun being so firmly imbedded in the mud, 
were conditions hard to explain. 
body was removed to Mr. Wright's place, 
where an inquest was héld. e right ear 
was nearly severed, close to the head, as 
if from some sharp instrument, and there 
was a sign of aslight bruise over the left 
hip; but nothing could be found to indi- 
cate that death bad been catistd ‘by s- 

ce. 

During’ the testimony it was brought 
out that the pasture was a great resort 
for duck-hunters, and that about fifteen 
of them were there Thursday night. One 
of them, John Warner, passed close to 
the spot where the body was found, but 
dd not see it; he noticed, however, the 
dog of the deceased near by, and had also 
seen the dog alone in another pasture to 
the east, Wednesday. 

Joseph Hull was last seen alive Mon- 


day evening, when he was hunting in that 


vicinity, but the idea that he came ‘to 
his death that night is precluded by the 
condition of the body, which indicated 
that life had not been extinct over twen- 
ty-four or thirty-six hours. He had en- 
joyed good health, apparently, but it is 
probable that heart trouble had devel- 
oped in recent years, as there seems to 
— ho other solution of his sudden de- 

se. 

A dehorned bull had been k 
pasture up to last Tuesday, when he was 
removed, but there are no mark on the 
body that would suggest violence from 
him, and it seems certain that the man 
must have died even after the bull was 
taken out. 

While it is generally conceded that 
death came from natural causes, there are 
some circumstances, particularly the cut 
ear and the gun being so firmly imbedded 
in the mud, that ere beyond solution at 
this time. In the coat of the deceased 
was found a number of brass shells, 
many of which were empty, and a 
“stake-driver,”” which bird was in quite 
an advanced state of decomposition. But 
as it might have been carried in the 
close confines of the coat for a day, at 
least, before the wearer's life was cut off, 
it cannot be used to much purpose in de- 
28 the date of death of the man 


LATER:—After the body was brought to 
this city, arriving here about 3 o'clock, 
enough evidence was obtained to almost 
conclusively prove that the man's death 
was caused by the bull. A number of 
bruises began to make their appearance 
distinctly, and J. 8. Ranons testified that 
the animal had driven him to a tree 
Wednesday evening. He also said that 
he had seen a man ter the pasture 
about 4 o’clock that afternoon whom he 
is almost positive was Hull. It is now 
almost certain that after its attack on 
Ranons the bull charged Hull, striking 
him in the side or back and throwing 
him with great force upon his gun, 
shoving it into the mud as stated above; 
that in the struggle which followed the 
bull trampled the poor fellow, stepping on 
his ear and nearly cutting it off with his 
sharp hoof;,and that the bull finally left 
his victim, who managed to reach the 
point where the body was found when 
death overtook him. This, in all prob- 
ability is the story of the tragedy, and 
Mr. Wright was mistaken as to the day 
when the bull was removed; and when the 
animal was taken out he had left a mon- 
ument to his savageness out there in the 
feld which was later to bring forth so 
much excitement, mystery and sorrow.
